PREDICTS WAR III

WASHINGTON, April 7—( AP>—The Truman administration offered 
a new farm program today aimed at giving consumers a “real b reak" 
on food prices and farmers 
a stab le, fair Income. 
I t would use many 
of the 
economic devices now employed b y the 
government. But it would make a major change destined to put more 
meat. milk, other dairy products, eggs, and poultry in retail stores at 
---------------------------------- ——» lower price tags, 
I 
Secretary of 
Agriculture Bran- 
j nan outlined the plan b efore a Joint 
j meeting of the house and senate 
1 agriculture committees. It is the 
j administration's sub stitute for the 
Aiken farm law passed b y the Re­ 
pub lican 80th congress. 
The new program -like the pres- 
^ ent one—would use Uve mechanism 
of government price or income guar­ 
antees to farmers. 
j 
But unlike the present program, 
the government would not attem pt 
to hold up. or put a floor under, 
market prices of foods making up 75 
per cent of the farm output. Instead, 
it would allow prices to move freely 
under influences of supply and 
da- 
mand It now b uys and holds off 
the market enough of these foods to 
keep prices at 
farm guaranteed 
levels. 
In times of b ig supplies of most 
Items, prices would drop b elow pres­ 
ent levels. The farmer would get 
government payments to supplement 
money he received from sale of his 
products 
For example, under the present 
program, the government strives to 
keep prices of eggs from dropping 
b elow 35 cents a doaen on the farm. 
It does this b y b uying and remov­ 
ing from the market enough of the 
supply to keep prices from going 
b elow 85 cents. 
Would Not Stop Fall 
Under the new plan, the govern­ 
ment, would not interfere with the 
price movement If prices dropped 
to 25 cents, for instance, the con­ 
sumer would to allowed to get them 
at that Ume. 
The farmer would get a payment 
from the government covering the 
difference b etween the market price 
and the return which the program 
said he should receive In this ease, 
the payment would b e 
10 cents a 
dozen. 
This new support system would b e 
used for meat animals milk, b utter- 
fat, eggs, poultry, fruits and veg­ 
etab les,

provide 
three-fourths of annual farm in­ 
come. 
The present system of supporting 
prices of non-perishab le and stor­ 
ab le 
crops—corn, 
wheat,

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NEWS BLACKOUT 
COMPLETE TODAY 
IN RED CHINA

SHANGHAI, April 7—(AP>—'The 
silence that has settled over Com­ 
munist China is brok en now only 
by the Red radio. 
The silence came when all foreign 
correspondents in Peiping’ were or­ 
dered to cease gathering and send­ 
ing out news. 
Chinese correspondents of news­ 
papers in Nationalist China quietly 
ceased functioning lit Communist 
areas. 
Recent, the Communist radio has 
been publishing accounts of what 
it says goes on in that area. Prev­ 
iously it had devoted itself largely 
to attack s on Nationalist , leaders 
and “American Imperialism." 
For instance, the radio announced 
the resumption of mall service be­ 
tween the Communist north and 
the Nationalist south.

Another piece of news to listen­ 
ers in the south is what is happen- 


ing to the Nationalist armies that 
surrendered at Peiping. 
Some arc Joining the Red army. 
But the Communist broadcasts say 
at least 21.000 of them have regis­ 
tered to be returned to their homes. 
! Thirty-eight per cent live in Nation­ 
alist areas and will be permitted to 
go home. 
There are all sorts of radio re­ 
ports on industrial revival and the 
repair of war-damaged communica­ 
tions and power lines. One broad­ 
cast said a factory in Tsinan, Com­ 
munist-occupied capital of Shan­ 
tung province, had increased pro­ 
duction 35 per cent. 
There is, of course, no way of 
confirming these stories.. Independ­ 
ent reporting is banned.

Princess De Lamballe 
wore it and was killed by a French 
mob. 
It passed to th e h ands of 
Louis XVI and h is queen, Marie 
Antoinette, wh o was beh eaded.' 
Th e diamond was stolen from th e 
French treasury in 1782 and turned 
up in London in 1830. 


Pioneer Tex as Oil Field 
Almost Deserted Today 


NACOGDOCHES, Tex.-Th e first 
commercial oil field in Texas lies 
h idden in th e tall timber country of 
East Texas, virtually departed to­ 
day. 
Th e field is at Oil Springs, 15 
miles south east of Nacogdoch es Its 
h istory dates back 82 years, wh ich is 
only eigh t years after th e Drake 
discovery well in Pennsylvania In 
1859 
Th e Oil Springs field was dis­ 
covered by Emory Starr and Pey- 
tone F. Edwards wh ile h unting 
Vh en th ey camped th at nigh t, th ey 
h g a h ole and next morning it was 
filled with oil 
Th ey took some of 
th e oil back to Nacogdoch es to us* 
m th eir h arness. 
Some 20 years elapsed before th e 
field saw its biggest development. 
More th an 9 0 wells were drilled be­ 
tween 1887 and 1890.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — If the 
Air Force can ev er lick the Jinx 
which ap p ears to hav e settled on 
its weird flying gadget, the XF-85, 
it might end the big controv ersy 
ov er whether the giant B-36 is a 
sitting duck in the air. 
The XF-83 looks like a fat p ork 
sausage with wings and fins. Pom- 
ered by a hefty jet engine, it is only 
15 feet long with a 21-foot, swep t- 
back wing. It has no landing gear 
and is designed to be carried in the 
belly of a big bomber. The theory 
is that when the bomber is attacked 
by enemy fighters, the 
“p arasite” 
XF-85 
is released to defend the 
bomber. After the attack is beaten 
off it just hooks back cn. 
The whole idea was a Jinx to the 
designers from the start. Most en­ 
gineers said it couldn't be done. The 
p lane had to be small enough to fit 
into the bomber, fast enough to be 
a match for the 800-mile-p er-hoitr 
intercep tors, p owerful enough 
to 
op erate at ex tremely high altitudes, 
maneuv erable enough to dog-tight 
and armored enough to shoot down 
an enemy p lane. On top of all that, 
it had to hav e folding wings which 
are tricky to p ut on conv entional 
p lanes. 
Engineers from the McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp . of St. Louis took on 
the job in sp ite of the obstacles 
JThey finally managed to come up 
with an ex p erimental model which 
met all of the Air Force's design 
sp ecifications. 
Then the jinx left the drawing 
board and settled in the cockp it. 
The first time an attemp t was made 
to fly the ship , the p ilot ran into 
big trouble. He flew it successfully 
for about 20 minutes after being 
drop p ed from a B-29. But then he 
was unable to hook back on. After 
a hall-dozen futile attemp ts, 
he 
managed to skid the p lane down to 
the landing strip without hurting 


When the p lane got back into the 
air again after rep airs, it some­ 
times p erformed crazily and be­ 
came ex tremely unstable. More de­ 
lays, more work. 
But this trouble 
Was ironed out by adding a coup le 
of more fins to the already p eculiar 
looking tail. 
Nerv ous about the p roject by that 
time, the engineers decided to p lay 
it safe and make wind tunnel tests. 
While it was being hoisted into p o­ 
sition something snap p ed and the 
tiny p lane crashed to the concrete 
floor 40 feet below, with more dam­ 
ages. 
Since then, there hav e been nu­ 
merous minor unex p lained delays 
In the testing. But the p lane hes 
made 
sev eral 
successful 
flights, 
which indicate that it some day 
may fulfill the p urp ose for which 
it was designed. 
If it does, what 
it will do for the B-36 is obv ious. 
The key to the controv ersy ov er 
the B-36 is the charge that the 
giant p lane Is easy p rey for enemy 
fighters. 
Once able to carry its 
own fishfer defense, the whole p ro­ 
blem of air p rotection on long range 
missions will be licked. 
The B-36 Is big enough to carry 
one atomic bemb and one XF-85. 
A p ossible p lan would be to p ut two 
XF-25s in a dozen or so 
B-S6s, 
which would fly along as p rotection 
to one or two B-36;. earning the A- 
bomts. A formation of'these mid­ 
get fighters could block almost any 
kind of enemy attack and ensure 
that 
the 
bombers carrying 
thtf 
bombs would reach the target. 
At the moment, it’s the theory of 
the Air Force that p resent jet fight­ 
ers aren’t able to take off from the 
ground, climb to the 40.000 feet at 
which the B-36 can fly. and shoot 
it down. 
That’s a disp uted p oint 
within the Air Force, and the Nav y's 
air ex p erts claim that it’s p ure ba­ 
loney. But if the XF-85 p rov es to 
hav e a p ractical op eration, the crit­

nounced that it is cutting its price 
on steel rails id a ton. The mov e 
brought predictions from industry 
observ ers 
that 
widespread 
price 
breaks may be in the offing. 
These dev elopments, coupled with 
the return of a buyers’ market in 
nearly ev ery other phase of the do­ 
mestic economy, are making 
the 
sledding 
continually 
tougher 
for 
President Truman’s anti-inflation 
program. 
But, the Democratic party leaders 
hav e an answer for anyone who says 
controls are not needed. 
National Chairman J. Howard Mc­ 
Grath maintains that the program 
is not, so rm rh an anti-inflation 
measure as it is an “economic sta­ 
bility program.” He insisted that 
’’drops in prices, ev en tlwugh scat­ 
tered and not of major importance, 
are just as much an argument for 
the economic stability as are sud­ 
den rises In prices.” 
He warned th*it Americans should 
not forget “the lesson of past de­ 
pressions that we cannot hav e a 
prosperous, high-productiv e free en­ 
terprise economy unless workers, 
farmers and business are all getting 
their fair share of our national in­ 
come.” 
Biggest news of the week in the 
steel industry Is the pries of steel 
scrap. 
At the beginning of ID4R. 
steel producers were paying $43 t 
ton for tv fh No. ! and No. 2 grade 
heav y melting scrap. 
Now, howev er, the No. 2 grade is 
selling for $25 n ton at Pittsburgh. 
While no one has purchased an> 
No. 1 grade in the past few days, It 
is believ ed it would bring less than 
$30 a ton. 
Recent dev elopments in steel hav e 
been reflected in the auto industry 
There, manufacturers are

with one another in cutting prices 
They say the cuts hav e been made 
possible, Ip part, by lower material 
costs.

28 names without notarization. 
Provision for write-in candidates 
for state central and precinct com­ 
mitteemen are eliminated in the 
proposed law. 
Sen. Howard M. 
Metzenbaum <D-Cuyahoga) said he 
would seek to restore them by 
amendment from the senate floor. 
The measure contains recommen­ 
dations 
of 
Secretary of 8tate 
Charles P. Sweeney and portions of 
a half dozen bills proposing elec­ 
tion law changes. 
The house Tuesday passed and 
sent to the senate a bill to replace 
present one-year auto drivers lic­ 
ense» with three-year permits. The 
new licenses would expire on birth­ 
days of holders, instead of on Sept. 
30 as now, 
The measure sets a 16-year age 
minimum for driver permits and 
18 years for chauffeur licenses. 
Temporary 
instruction 
permits 
could be Issued 15ty-year-olds 
Three-year licenses would cost $1. 
compared with the 40-cent fee for 
one-year permits. Attempts to In­ 
crease the fee to $1.20 failed on the 
houae floor. 
The measure by Rep. Roy K. 
Harmony » D-Shelby) passed 87-31. 
Rep. William M. Manahan (R-De- 
fiance*, who sought a higher fee. 
said the small amount, was proposed 
"to do away with deputy registrars 
and concentrate issuance of licenses 
in county seats.” He asserted the 
bill would cut most deputy regis­ 
trars’ fees 44 percent. 
A bill defeated by the house Mon­ 
day night was reconsidered and 
passed by a vote of 100-19 . It per­ 
mits passage of tax levies, other 
than for schools, by a 55 percent 
favomble vote at general elections 
A 65 percent favorable vote now is 
needed, 
The senate, which previously ap­ 
proved the measure, concurred in 
houae amendments and sent the 
bill to Gov, Frank J. Lausche for

An emergency proposal, it 
becomes law upon receiving his.
